-Lengthy consideration was given 
to the problem of child berxars at 
the monthPS meeting of the Bxe- 
cutive Committee of the Society 
for the Protection of Children -on 
Monday. over which the Hon. Mfr. 
R. H. Kotewall presided. : 

Initiating a discussion on the 
subject, Mr. T. M. Haclerigg stat- 
ed that beggar children who were 
fit and well fell under two heads 
— those children who were taken 
out begging by their parents, as a 
sort of added inducement to sym- 
pathetic members of the public to 
put their ‘hands into their pockets; 
and those children who went out 
on the street begging br 
themselves. The Society had 
dealt with a good number of 
eases of children of the first 
class, and in almost every case it 
had found that the underlying 
problem was one of poverty. Where 
possible, the Society had found 
employment by getting~ hawkers” 
licences for the parents in an ef- 
fort to make them self-supporting 
and to remove the need for beg- 
ging. Ordinarily, also, the Society 
had in such cases provided food 
until the family had got on its 
feet, and in most cases it had also 


“lbeen found necessary to provide 


medical attention for the children.

If thesé children did manage to 
cajole an occasional ten cents out 
of the pockets of pedestrians, the 
money would either go to impror- 
ing the child’s diet as a single en- 
tity or to improving the diet of 
the whole family. The net ‘result 


“from the child’s point of view 


seemed to be that by begging it 
got more food and more fresh air 
than if it stayed at home, Pro- 
bably when children of this type 
grew older they were absorbed 
into the ranks of labour just as 
they would have been if they had 


-juot gone begging at all. 


It was extremely doubtful, when 
looked at in the light-of cold rea- 
ison, whether the children got any 
real harm from begging, and it 
was open to. argument whether, 
for the present, the Society should 
take any. steps.to prevent them 
from begging. If. the happy day 
arrived when. everybody’ in. the 
Colony was assured of decent home 
conditions, and when at least com- 
pulsory primary education was in- 
troduced, then the Society might 


*8 ind itself bound to intervene in 


the matter. . 
Continuing, Mr. Hazlerigg stat- 
ed. that the Society: for the Pro- 
tection of. Children was responsible 
for the passing of the Juvenile Of- 
fenders Ordinance of 1932,. in 
which special provision was. made 
for the treatment of children who 
were found begging. Under that 
Ordinance, any person, , whether 
acting from sympathy towards 
the child.or from irritation at be- 
ing pestered, could take a child 


icy Amendment Ordinance of 1982, 
and if the Court were satisfied 
that the parents. conduced to the 
child being in the street for beg- 
ging it could, instead of imposing 
a fine on the child, fine the parents. 

There were, therefore, two legal 
methods for dealing: with these 
children, and these methods. were 
as much open to a member of the 
general public and to the police as 
they were to the Society’ for the 
Protection of Children. It had 
also to be borne in mind that the 
Society’s inspectors had no status 
beyond that held by am ordinary 
member of the public. It was, 
Moreover, a2 question whether, the 
Society should, in any case, ask 
its inspectors to devote their time 
to’the suppression of activities 
which could be equally well sup- 
pressed by the police or the public. 

The inspectors had an exceed- 
ingly arduous day’s work every 
day, the case report for the past 
month showing that they had 
visited 510 homes and had attend- 
ed to 3,037 persons who had come 
to the. Society’s -offices, which 
meant, as a rule, that a child had 
to be attended to in every case. 
It was impossible to expect these 
lady inspectors to go on patro} in 
the streets and try to catch these 
child beggars. These inspectors 
were well known to the Chinese, 
and they would not .have a ghost 
of a chance to catch these children, 
even if they wanted to. The whole 
problem was one toaching good 
order in the streets rather than

Justice Adrian Clarke in the 
Singapore High Court. It was 
to the effect that it is no offence 
(in Singapore) to run an over- 
loaded lorry on the road, and 
the judgment was given on’ a 
special case- submitted by a 
fifth magistrate. In his judg- 
ment His Lordship reversed the 
conviction, of one Ong Boon 
Huat on a charge’ of “per- 
mitting to be used on a public 
thoroughfare a lorry which was 
sn loaded that the sum of the 
axle weights exceeded the sum 
of the registered’ axle weights 
of the lorry by 6 cwt. 3 qrs. 
4 lbs.” The relevant portion of 
the judgment ran as follows: 

The Governor in Council can 
“make orders restricting the parti- 
cular or general use” of vehicles 
when it appears to him that the 
use “of any particular descrip- 
tion” of vehicle is likely to cause 
excessive wear and tear to the 
public thoroughfares or to be dan- 
gerous or inconvenient to the 
public. 

Clearly, therefore, such restric- 
tions ean only apply to “particular 
“descriptions” of. vehicles. 

Can a lorry be called a “parti- 
cular description” of vehicle when 
it is overloaded? In my opinion 
it cannot. A lorry cannot have 2 
“description” different when it is 
carrying 3% tons of stone from 
its “description” when it is carry- 
ing three tons of stone. 

The term “description”. must 
have ‘reference to some dimension, 
tare or other characteristic of the 
vehicle which remains constant. 
Clearly this decision’ is of 

paramount .importance to the 
law as applied. in . Singapore. 
and by implication, to all legal 
|“descriptions” . of . lorries . in 
ordinances in other parts of 
the . British | Empire—Hong 
Kong included. « Whatever the 
legal aspects of the matter may 
be, it is a fact that hitherto 
the overloading of lorries,here 
las elsewhere, has been held to 
be an offence; and there is no 
doubt that: the framers of the 
relative’ ordinancé were seeking 
to safeguard other users of the 
roads as well as the roads them- 
selves when drafting it. Ef 
overloading is now to be ruled 
as no offence, it is high time 
the ordinance were amended so 
that it is. Whether Mr. Jus- 
tice Clark’s decision applies in 
Hong Kong we are not aware; 
but it is quite. possible that
